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Edmonton gets its first 
artist-in-residence 
— for cemeteries 
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City closer to supervised consumption sites

Edmonton got a step closer lo 
seeing supervised consump¬ 
tion sites in the city, after city 


council voted Tuesday to ask 
the federal government to al¬ 
low the proposed sit es to open 
as soon as possible. 

Councillors voted 10-1 to 
send the letter of opinion to 
Ottawa, and although the de¬ 
cision is ultimately up to the 
federal government, the ruling 
Liberals have previously indi¬ 
cated they support the services. 

Conns. Bev E stinger and Mike 
Nickel were absent for the vote. 

“To me this is finally recog 1 
nizing they (Edmonton's vul¬ 
nerable} need a health service, 


and this is an inroad to those 
health services. 1 ' said Coun. 
Scott McKeen. 

A group of medical and 
community representatives 
known as the Access to Med¬ 
ically Supervised Injection Ser¬ 
vices, or AM SIS. had previous¬ 
ly proposed four sites for the 
city. If approved, the facilities 
would be located in the Boyle 
McCauley Health Centre, Boyle 
Street Community Services, the 
Ceorge Spady Centre, and the 
Royal Alex for inpatien ts. 

The services aim to reduce 


overdose deaths and HIV in¬ 
fections by allowing people to 
consume deadly street drugs in 
medically-supervised facilities. 

Members of AM SIS have also 
argued that sites would also re¬ 
duce the number of used nee¬ 
dles on streets. 

But some residents have pre¬ 
viously expressed concerns over 
the sendees, saying they weren’t 
adequately consulted over the 
proposed plans. 

Coun. Tbnv Caterina was the 
lone holdout on council, and 
said he wouldn't support the let¬ 


ter to the federal government. 

“My concern is the concen na¬ 
tion of this and the timing of 
how to recommend this without 
fully u nderstanding the recom¬ 
mendations." Caterina said. “I 
might change my mind, but 
there isn't enough evidence 
for me." 

However, city council was 
ultimately convinced the servi¬ 
ces are needed for Edmonton. 
Mayor Don Iveson will submit 
the letter on behalf of council, 
and AM SIS will now submit 
their proposed plans to the fed¬ 


eral government for approval. 
If approved, the sites would 
be monitored for two years. 
Afterward, AMSIS would have 
to ask for an extension. 

“I here is evidence around 
overall benefit to the Commun¬ 
ity," said Shelley Williams, head 
of AMSIS. “This is addressing 
the need for a service that 
should have been iu the city 
five years ago." 

City staff will also return to 
council on June H to discuss what 
Bdmonton is doing to tackle the 
provincial opioid crisis.

Here’s an app to help you get 
your buzz on. 

tdmontoman George Sh- 
antz has a passion for patios 
and is currently working on Pa- 
tioBuzz, a mobile app that wall 
allow people to view a full list 


of Edmonton patios or find one 
nearby based on their location. 

“1 like drinking, and I like 
drinking in the sunshine. Last 
summer we went to a trip to 
B.C. and there were just so many 
awesome patios there and 3 fig¬ 
ured there would be some hid¬ 
den gems around Edmonton 
too, 1 ' ishantz said. 

Shantz already has a websi te 
up, and has spent a year trying 
to find great patios in Edmon¬ 
ton, reviewing them based on 
ambience, location and opti¬ 
mum sunshine exposure. 

“J fou nd there were so many 
hidden patios that 1 didn’t even 
know about, 1 was trying to find 
stuff online and there was noth¬ 


ing,” he said. 

3n addition to what patios are 
closest to you, the application 
will list a brief description of the 
patio, which direction it faces 
and how much sunshine it gets. 

Shantz determines the level 
of sunshine based on the direc¬ 
tion the patio faces. 

“it’s affected if there’s trees 
around it anything like that, but 
it's mostly which direction it’s 
facing," Bhantz said. “Prime dir¬ 
ection is southwest facing, you'll 
have sun pretty much alt day.” 

Patios facing east are better 
for breakfast or the afternoon, 
while west is better for evenings 
in terms of sunshine exposure, 
Shantz said. 


ihantz said the app will be 
free and he’s paying for its de¬ 
velopment out of bis own pock¬ 
et. He hopes to recoup costs by 
chaiging restaurants for adver¬ 
tising on the app, which will 
also feature a patio of the week. 

In December, he went on 
a patio tour with a group of 
friends and hopes to hold an¬ 
other in the summer. 

He's encouraged by the rise 
of indoor year-round patios and 
highlighted Brown Scxial House, 
The Little Brick Cafe Sr Gen¬ 
eral Store and The Fairmont 
Hotel Macdonald as some of 
the spots they visited and were 
impressed by. 

'T think it's kind of cool to 


find patios you can use year 
round," Shantz said. 

He said while tidmon ton's 
patio portfolio paled in com¬ 
parison to B.C.. more and more 
establishments are getting on 
board. 

“It seems like there are more 
and more patios. There are 
patios opening up all over the 
place light now. 1 don't know 
if there's just more people out 
and about who want patios, but 
just walking down Whyte Av¬ 
enue. it feels like half the bars 
that didn't have patios before 
do now.” 

The app is slated for release 
on iOS and Android phones 
on July l.

Spike 
in patio 
permits 

With patio season upon us, Harry 
Luke, a senior planner with the 
city, said Edmonton is encour¬ 
aged by an upswing in permit 
applications for new patios. 

Jhe dry currently has 145 out¬ 
door patios on private Lind, and 
50 active sidewalk cafes (tempor¬ 
ary spaces that extend onto the 
roadway). 

In 2013, Edmonton City Coun¬ 
cil directed administration to 
encourage and advocate side¬ 
walk cafe culture. More recently, 
the city has encouraged more 
year-round patios as part of the 
WinterCity strategy. 

Luke said patio fans are now 
reaping the benefits of a more 
patio-friendly city. 

I he most popular areas fare 
Whyte Avenue. Jasper Avenue 
and 124 Street. 

“Most of the buildings are 
fronting right up to the prop¬ 
erty line. So whenever you have 
a pedestrian-oriented street... 
that's where we get the activ¬ 
ity,” Luke said. 

He added that patios usually 
beget more patios. 

“They feed of each other, and 
that’s the biggest advocacy for 
sidewalk cafes. One pops up. 
people see that and we basically 
trv and follow that trend.”

City prepares for climate change, but some want more action

Retrofitting buildings and new 
energy-efficient programs are 
part of the city's plans to reduce 
emissions as Edmonton becomes 
warmer and drier. 

On Tuesday, city councillors 
discussed the city's next steps 
for dealing with climate change, 
as a new report shows the city's 


average temperature grew by 2.4 
degrees over the last 100 years. 

Precipitation hits iilso dried up, 
aside from more spring showers, 
over the last 5Q years. 

“There will be increasing rain¬ 
storms,” said Chandra Thomas, 
a senior environmental project 
manager with the city. “There 
will be more urban and river 
floods, and heat waves. We'll 
see a decrease in blizzards and 
cold-wave events.” 

But Edmonton could be bolder 


with its efforts to reduce emis¬ 
sions, according to the Edmonton 
Energy Transition Committee, a 
citizen-led group. 

“1 don't think we're nearly 
ambitious enough.” said David 
Dodge, co-chair of the commit¬ 
tee. “Is there a short term plan? 
There are a number of opportun¬ 
ities, and we don 't think the city 
is Lillting about this. 1 believe we 
need to push harder.” 

However, the city will be 
launching a number of pilot 


projects this year. They include 
encouraging homeowners to 
conduct home energy audits, and 
measuring apartment building 
emissions. The projects would 
be voluntary. 

“it makes energy efficiency 
more tangible and act Eke a con¬ 
sumer protection tool,’' said Mike 
Melross with the transition unit 
regarding the home audits. 

The city also is aiming to en¬ 
sure all leased, and owned build¬ 
ing meet a “Leadership in Energy 


and Environmental silver rat¬ 
ing,” as more than frD per cent 
of greenhouse emissions emitted 
by dty operations tome from 900 
buildings that the city owns or 
leases. The rest largely come from 
street lamps and waste services. 

“it's evident there is support 
and enthusiasm for the new r 


policy," said Jenny Hong with 
the city. u Ultimately, new build¬ 
ings need to be 8Q to 90 percent 
more effective and the city 1 needs 
to retrofit those buildings." 

Changes to ailow r that new r 
policy will require approval from 
city council when they meet 
next week. 
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There are a number of opportunities, 
and we don't think the city is talking

"Moody* and “nostalgic* ane 
two words Candace Mako¬ 
wichuk brings up when talk¬ 
ing about her photographs. 

It makes sense, then, that 
she will spend the next six 
months working in a cem¬ 
etery. 

The .Edmonton Aits Coun¬ 
cil has chosen Makowichuk 
to be the first City of Edmon¬ 
ton Cemeteries artist-in-resi- 
dence, winch will see her sta¬ 
tioned at a “nice and bright* 
studio space in Mount Pleas¬ 
ant — in the same building 
that holds niches for cremat¬ 
ed remains, 

Makowichuk describes 
her work as a merging of the 
modern and the old. using a 
combination of digital pho¬ 
tography and historical pro¬ 
cessing methods. 

She will make her rounds 
across seven local cemeteries 


throughout the six months, 
taking photographs at each, 
and host workshops for em¬ 
ployees, 

Metro spoke with Mako¬ 
wichuk about her art and the 
advantages of making a liv¬ 
ing among the dead. 

What made you want to 
apply for tills residency? 

IVe always loved cemeter¬ 
ies, I kind of have a bit of a 
weird interest in them. I can 
remember being a young 
girl anti riding my bike with 
friends, and we would always 
go check oUL the cemeteries, 

It's the people and the 
stories and those memories 
and bringing some of those 
to life, and then also there’s 
something very tranquil 
about the spaces, The city 
does a really remarkable job 
maintaining them and mak¬ 
ing them have this kind of 
park-like atmosphere, it will 
be a quiet kind of place, very 
contemplative, 

[t seems like the pro¬ 
cess you put your photos 
through is pretty in¬ 
volved. 

Yes, With modem pho¬ 
tography, 1 know a lot of 
people who are spending just 
as much time in Photoshop 
working on a final print as 


you used to spend in the 
dark room, so I’m just taking 
a bit of a different approach. 
But it is very methodical. 

The other thing £ like 
about the historical photog¬ 
raphy and working with the 
film is there's a lot of my 
movement in it. 

What do you hope the 
work you make during 
the residency will he used 
for? 

There will be ail exhib¬ 
ition at the end, so 1 will 
have to make arrangements 
for where ]’in going to host 
that. And also would really 
like to do a photo book of 
each site. 

Can you speak to how 
helpful it is to have such 
a long residency? 

It's huge. I've had project 
grants in the past, but usu¬ 
ally even with those. I’ve al¬ 
ways had other things on the 
go, because most times that's 
just covering the cost of your 
materials and little bits lie re 
and there. 

But this opportunity is 
extremely valuable because 
1 can just throw myself en¬ 
tirely into my work fora six- 
month period, without hav¬ 
ing to worry about making 
ends meet.

Valley Line light rail pipeline 
could devastate golf course

A "critical* step in getting the 
Valley Line on track is com¬ 
ing at the expense of the Mill 
Woods golf course, says the 
club’s manager. 

That's because city council¬ 
lors at the executive committee 
approved plans Tuesday that 
will see crews dig into part 
of the course this summer to 
lower underground pipelines, 
so the future Lit! doesn't cause 
them to vibrate when it zooms 
nearby. 

Joan Kiri I lo, the manager 
of the course, said the change 
could have huge effects on cur¬ 
rent staffing levels. She noted 
she has about 50 employees. 

“It might not sound tike a 
lot but, in today’s economy, 
impacting 50 people would be 
devastating,* she said. "There's 
just been a lack of communi¬ 


cation* 

But questions over com¬ 
pensating the club for the 
disruption arose Tuesday, as 
Edmonton will spend up to 
S5.5 million for company Key- 
era to move the pipelines.

“We're a partner with the 
City of Edmonton, 1 ' Kirillo said. 
“If we had $5.5 million our 
course would be incredible, 
but we're here to be listened 
to. This is really the only way 
we can get people to sit down 
and talk to us.* 

But the city doesn't exactly 


recommend Edmonton com¬ 
pensate businesses for things 
like construction. 

“We don't recommend ac¬ 
commodating business in that 
regard because the precedents 
it creates,* deputy city man¬ 
ager of infrastructure Adam 
Laugh!in told the committee.

Store owner Michael Kal- 
manavitch posted a message 


on the store’s website Monday 
th;it he's given a six-month no¬ 
tice to his landlord that he will 
vacate the building and close 
up shop on Oct. 31. 

"The downtown store has 
never made money. It always 
ran at a deficit.* Kalmanovitch 
wrote. "It was propped up by 
the Whyte Avenue store but 
that extra funds from Whyte 
have diminished and 1 am sim¬ 
ply running out of money." 

KEilmanovitch said he hoped 


the fair-trade and organic-fo- 
cused grocery shop at 10150 104 
St. wou Id fill a void le ft when 
the nearby So beys closed down, 
seeing downtown as "somewhat 
of a Food desert.”

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PALEONTOLOGY 

Scientists ponder 
feathers on dino 
that couldn't fly 


The discovery of a new species 
of bird-like dinosaur is raising 
questions about the creature's 
evolution and why it had feath¬ 
ers when it couldn't actually fly. 

Researchers studying n fossil 
found in China have determined 
that Jianianhualong tengi had 
huge feathers disso¬ 
ciated with aerody¬ 
namics, but them's 
no evidence that it 
could get off the 
ground. 

Philip Currie, 
a University of Al¬ 
berta paleobiolo- 
gist. said the spe¬ 
cies is a missing 
link between birds 
and dinosaurs. 

" Every time you 
find a missing link 
between two animals, vou create 
two new missing links,” Currie 
said. "We're looking for the an¬ 
swer its to why there's a combina¬ 
tion of primitive and advanced 
features* 

The findings of the inter¬ 
national research team were 
published Tuesday in the open- 
access journal .Nature Communi¬ 
cations. 


An artist's rendering of the 
species suggests the metre-long 
dinosaur resembled a large 
pheasant with short wings. 

The scientists sayjianianhua- 
long tengi lived during the Early 
Cretaceous period, roughly 125 
million years ago. in an area 
of northeastern 
China famous for 
its feathered dino¬ 
saurs. 

Currie said 
the fossil dem¬ 
onstrates mo¬ 
saic evolution in 
which paits of an 
animal's skeleton 
changes without 
simultaneously 
affecting other 
parts. 

He said more 
research is needed to better 
understand why the dinosaur 
would have had feathers if they 
weren’t used for flight 

" Ihe only way to answer these 
questions is to And more animals 
to fill in the gaps* 

Curhe estimates that only one 
per cent of one per cent of all the 
world's dinosaurs have been iden¬ 
tified to date, the canad an psess

LEGISLATION 

More protection on the 
way for whistleblowers 


The AlbeTta government is 
changing its whistleblower 
rules, offering more protec¬ 
tion for those who come for¬ 
ward. 

Bill 11 will also make clear 
that government members, 
ministers and the premier 
can be investigated under any 
whistleblowing complaint. 

It’s the first major revision 
to the ITiblic Interest Disclo¬ 
sure Act, passed by the former 
Progressive Conservative gov¬ 
ernment in 2013. 


The act already sets out 
rules and procedures for 
bureaucrats who report gross 
mismanagement of public 
funds. 

Bill 11 will broaden that 
mismanagement to include 
bullying and harassment. 

The bill also dictates pro¬ 
tection from reprisal begins 
as soon as a whistleblower 
comes forward —currently, 
protection only starts when 
a formal complaint is filed.

Corey Fleischer was driving be¬ 
tween jabs in el truck thutt holds 
his power-washing tools Eind 
various jugs of chemicals when 
he spotted two swastikas and 
the letters 'KKIC spray-painted 
along the side of a Montreal 
fruit company's delivery van. 

Others in his situation might 
have driven on, if they had 
even noticed the graffiti at all. 
He had done just that for most 
of his life. 

But on this day, more than 
two years ago, Fleischer pulled 
over and asked if he could re¬ 
move the offensive symbols, 
which had appeared a few 
weeks earlier. The owner was 
reluctant and said he would do 
it himself— but later. 

Fleischer wasn't happy. 

“I took my truck and bar¬ 
ricaded him in. I said 'Now 
you're going nowhere/" he 
recounted. 


Fleischer explained to the 
driver that what he was about 
to do was free-of-charge, fen 
minutes later, the graffiti was 
gone. 

On Dec. 5, 2014, he posted 
the before-and-after pictures 
of the van to his Instagram 
accounts. More significantly, 
it was one of the ftrst times 
he had gone public with his 
growing obsession. 

Since then, he estimates hav¬ 
ing erased many hundreds of 
niEirkings. Now he says he is 
hoping to expand what he calls 
his " Erasing Hate" movement 
to Toronto by taking in reports 
of hateful graffiti in Canada’s 
largest city and ensuring one 
way or another that it is re¬ 
moved promptly. 

What drives Fleischer 1 ? He is 
Jewish, but not particularly re¬ 
ligious. He pursued a Women's 
Studies degree at Brock Uni¬ 
versity in St. Catharines, Gnl., 
but admits his real passion was 
playing varsity hockey, 

But he does seem to have a 
singular sense of outrage when 
people are picked on or singled 
out for their friith, sexuality or 
skin colour.

“But 1 was on the 
way to winning until n combina¬ 
tion of (FBI Director) Jim Comey's 
letter on Oct. 2S and Kussian 
WikiLeaks raised doubts in the 
minds of people who were in¬ 


clined to vote for me bul got 
scared o£F. H 

She reminded the enthusiastic 
audience packed with women 
that she ultimately earned 3 mil¬ 
lion more votes than President 
Donald Trump, 

“If the election were on Oct. 
27.1 would be your president/ 
Clinton said. 

She also highlighted Russia's 
role in hacking into her cam¬ 
paign's intemal emails and sub¬ 
sequently co-ordinating their 
release on WikiLeaks. U.S. intel¬ 
ligence agencies are investigating 
whether Russia co-ordinated with 
Trump associates to influence 
she election. 

Amanpour also asked Clin¬ 
ton whether she was a victim 
of misogyny. 

“Yes. 1 do think it played a 
role." she said, adding that mis¬ 
ogyny is “very much a part of 
the landscape politically, socially 
and economically" 

After two unsuccessful presi¬ 
dential campaigns, Clinton is 
not expected to run for public 
office again.

The federal government 
will be issuing its National 
Housing Strategy soon and J 
hope there are plans for the 
boat people. 

You see, outrageous house 
prices may be forcing people 
off the land and onto the 
water. 

At least, that’s what a report 
to Vancouver city council 
states: “The affordable housing 
crisis in Vancouver appears 
to have resulted in more 
residents living on vessels, 
full-time.” 

You can’t escape the signs 
of the housing crisis. I know 
more and more landlords 
and tenants are turning to 
Airbnb. I know that more of 
my friends are moving out to 
smaller, less expensive towns 
that require a commute to 
their city jobs. J know that my 
parents have steadily been 
increasing the volume on 
their multi-year sales pitch, 
“Why Rent Downtown When

“What’s driving the decline 
is ice cream from a box or a 
CELrton," but individual treats 
like juice bars are still selling 
well, she said. 

berrotta said ice cream is 
transitioning away from being 


primarily a family dessert that's 
bought in bulk and stored in the 
freezer in anticipation of a daily 
after-dinner treat. 

Instead, it's a snack— which 
means it's in competition with 
everything from potato chips to 
yogurt, cookies and fruit And it's 
losing out to all of them.

Like virtually every other ver¬ 
sion of the Honda CR-V since 
its introduction back in 1997, 
there's nothing sexy about the 
2017 model. And like all its pre¬ 
decessors, that will do nothing 
to hinder sides. What you see is 
what you get wit h Honda's com¬ 
pact crossover, and what you 
see this time is a well-rounded 
package that has been improved 
on ail fronts. 

The big news here is the 
turbocharged 1.5-litre that’s 
made its way under the CR-V's 
hood. The existing 2.4-iitre en¬ 
gine is no longer available in 
Canadian-spec CR-Vs. Borrowed 
from the Civic, the 1.5-litre im¬ 
proves fliel economy only mar- 
ginally. And the turbo engine 
doesn't feel quite as perky as it 
could, instead offering rather 
placid performance, the continu- 
ously-variable transmission it h s 
been paired with should shoul¬ 
der much of the blame. 

While a little rigid and truck- 
like, the fourtrfgeneration CR-V 
offers ei tremendously smooth 
ride aided by its new suspension 
that features stmts up front and 
a multi-link setup around back, 
and fluid-filled bushings at all 
four comers.

1,110 litres, 'lhat means more 
legroom in the backseat than the 
larger Honda Ihlot — albeit the 
Pilot does accommodate a third 
row — while cargo volume isn't 
far from the Pilot with its t hird 
row folded away.

Sooner or later we're going to 
have to take Tesla CEO Elon 
Musk's wild ideas seriously. 

Musk is most known for run¬ 
ning iesla, an American auto¬ 
maker that has defied expecta¬ 
tions to produce some of the 
most popular electric vehicles 
in the world. But Musk hits sev¬ 
eral other ventures as well, with 
SpaceX being the most notable. 

Musk seemingly defied all 


odds by not only landing a rock¬ 
et at sea, but relaunching it and 
haring it land successfully again.

— but SpaceX has made it real. 

So at some point, we have 
to stop doubting Musk, right?

Tor a while. Musk hEts com¬ 
plained about traffic in Los An¬ 
geles. At first, it seemed like he 


was joking about the idea of dig¬ 
ging a tunnel to make his com¬ 
mute eEisier. But then he posted 
pictures of n boring machine 
digging in the SpaceX parking 
lot anil revealed his plans of 
creating a network with up to 
30 levels of tunnels that could 
accommodate cars and trains. 

Cars would enter at street 
level, be transported down to 
the tunnels via an elevator and 
slide around on platforms to 
their destinations. It looks like 
a giant slot car track, and the 
whole process would be auto¬ 
mated and would require min¬ 


imal driver intervention. 

It sounds like science fiction, 
but The Boring Company has 
shared a video of the vision Etnd 
what it hopes it can one day suc¬ 
cessfully execute. Essentially, it 
would be a network of tunnels 
underneath L.A. that cars could 
use to avoid surface-level traffic.
